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9. The following is the substance of an article in the Sddhdpan; 
of the llth June, headed the “Sale of 
justice ”:—The estimated profits from the sale 
of stamps, registration fees, fines and penalties, &c., for this year are nearly 
64 lakhs of rupees. This sum represents the profit which Government 
derives from its trade in justice. The people, however, purchase justice at 
a higher cost. Besides the prescribed expenses, they find it necessary to 
pay different miscellaneous charges. In short, a suitor who wins a cage 
finds that he has had to spend four to five times the amount which he 
can legally recover from the other party as his costs. If to this were 
added the loss of time occasioned by the exigencies of litigation, it would 
be paparent that justice is really sold at a_ very high price to the 
people of this country. But how can the evil be remedied? Now the 
causes which operate to make litigation so expensive and protracted appear 
to be the following :—(1) The rules framed by Government would seem 
to be so many means of wringing out money. ‘The copies, for instance, 
of depositions of witnesses, &c., which are furnished to the parties on stamped 
paper, are made in a manner which is really disgusting. A sheet of stamped 
paper contains but a sixth part of the writing which is usually contained 
in a sheet of ordinary paper of the same dimensions. The expenses incidental 
to litigation in the High Court and the Privy Council are incredibly 
enormous. No reform in this direction would be possible until Government 
changed the existing rules. (2) The frequent change of the day for the 
hearing of a suit occasions considerable delay and pecuniary loss to the 
parties. This is in a great measure due to the faulty procedure which is 
applicable to the taking down of evidence and to the accumulation of 
work in the hands of the officers presiding over the courts. Here also is 
a change of the existing rules called for. (38) The practice usually followed 
by Government of bringing together the Moonsifs of two or more chowkies 
in one place is productive of considerable inconvenience. Govern- 
ment is not in the least a gainer by it, because the Moonsifs thus brought 
together have each of them their separate establishments. It is the suitors 
only who suffer by reason of the long distance they have to travel. Fees 
paid to pleaders and other legal practitioners constitute an important item 
of the costs of litigation. It is remarkable that nobody now thinks of 
conducting a suit without engaging a pleader, and this is because (1) the 
laws are full of intricacies; (2) because judicial officers do not always take 
pains to ascertain the truth—a task which is greatly facilitated if a pleader is 
retained by each party; and (3) because suitors have an idea that a case 
would be lost if there was not a dashing and forward pleader to look after 
it. There are many other causes which make litigation costly, which are, 
however, more or less due to the eccentricities of the Judge trying a suit. 
It behoves Government and the public to attend to this matter.

The 
coolies occupy the deck; this occasions great inconvenience. The sailing 
vessels in which the coolies are sent take along time to perform the 
required voyage. It is therefore desirable that they should give place 
to steamers. Of the vessels which last year carried coolies from India, six 
have not yet furnished any returns of mortality among the emigrants. 
This looks suspicious. Government tries its best to protect the emi- 
grants, but owing to remissness on the part of the superintending officers, 
its noble efforts do not always meet with success. The Editor believes 
that the emigrants are not particularly maltreated in any places outside of 
India. This remark, however, does not fully apply to the state of things 
in the French colony of Reiinion in Guadeloupe, where the labourers are 
extremely oppressed, and do not find any remedy. 
14. In a letter to the same paper, purporting to have been written 
by some teachers, the writers direct the
